The fri is of the Moon, and happens according to the Julian account with us , the x 4 
day of March, at which time will the Moons Body be darkned. The beginning ſpall be ſ+en 
only in the Eaſtern parts of Europe, and the whole in the Weftern : In Afia and Africa it 
Will not be diſcerned. 

. For the better underftanding of the effefis of this Eclipſe of the Moan March 15. I will 
parallel it with a former Eclipſe,which by tracing Antiquity T find bapned 1 3 45. three hun- 
dred and ſeven years ſince , being within one depree of the Zadiak in the ſame fipn as this, 
wherein the poſition of Heaven not much differed from what # is now. The principal effe(ts 
whic' that Eclipſe produced, were theſe;great tempeſts , mighty high winds , creat flouds 
through abundance of rain, which continued all Summer, andmoſt part of Autumn that year, 
in ſomuch, that in theſe Northern Regions Corn did putrifie and rot upon the ground by rea 
fon of the exceſs of wet, and great corruption and decay of all fruits, as alſo a preat rot of ſheep, 

\ _ fo that for two years next foilywing,there was a great ſcarcity and dearth in moſt Countries, 
;, © many Diſeaſes and ſudden deaths amongſt Chriſtians ; much Wars ſlaughters and blood- ſhed 
wi mw. inthe world during the effefts of this Eclipſe.
